The railway managers of the United States 
have so far been able to prevent Congress 
enacting any law having for its purpose the 


reguiation aud control of railroad fares for | 


the transportation of passengers and freights, 


| notwithstanding the fact that such National 
| legislation is needed to give force and affect 


to the iegislation of that character which has 
been adopted in the several States. For the 
same reason the Boards of Railway Commis- 
sioners appointed in several of the States 


| have falle practically to give any force or 


vigor to the legislation of the States. In this 
State, the schedules of rates adopted in 1873 
were permitted to remain dead letters until 
1881, when 4 new wid somewhat modernized 
schedule was declared. Iu the meantime 
cases have been taken from the State Courts 
te the United States Supreme Court, in 
which the railway companies have under- 
taken to overrnie, defeat, and set astde the 
railway legislation of the several States, but 
in all these cases that court has thoroughly 
sustained the power of the States to enact 
such legislation. , 

So elosely have the railroads been hemmed 
in by these judicial decisions that they feel 
the necessity for a strong effort on their 
part not only to protect themselves against 
further aggressive iegisiation, but to throw 
off what has already been enneted. 

A combination has therefore been accom- 
plished; all the money needed has been se- 
cured, and in due time the Legislature of 
Illinois, which meets ia January, will be in- 
vited to repeaf the law creating the Board of 
Railway Commissioners, or, failing that. to 
passa law so changing and modifying that 
act as to render it harmiess and inoffensive 
to the railway companies. 

It is neediess.to say that any legislation of 
this character must depend upon corruption 
and bribery for suecess. It must depeud on 
these means to obtain even a favorable con- 
sideration by the two branches of the Legis- 
ture, but also for a favorable consideration 
by the Executive, untess, as is the case some- 
times with the Chicago City Oounciil, the 
original purchase will incinde also the pas- 
sage of such repeal over the Executive veto. 
No man in the Legisiature, except for a val- 
uable consideratiOn, would ever think of 
voting to repeal or cripple the Railroad and 
Warehouse law aguinst the unanimous wish 
of the people of the State. 

Strange us it may seem, the program of ac- 
tion preposed in this case is to capture the 
entire number of the members uf the bar in 
the Legislature. Where a direct bribe win 
not and cannot be offered in such cases, it is 
expected that the combined railway compa-. 
nies can afford to employ at a> most liberal 
salary ull the lawyers who happen to be mem · 

bers of the Legisiature as attorneys for the 
various railway companies. The repeal of 
State legislation regulating railway trauspor- 
tation is a question in which every railway 
corporation in the country is directly inter- 
ested. All tne legal talent and ability of we 
country will be needed, especially all of that 
talent which may happer to be found in the 
Legzisiatare of 1 yment as 
counsel or as attorneys and in various other 
legal services will be found, and at liberal 
compensation, for ali the members of the 
Legislature who may be willing to accept it. 

In addition, it is expected that much prog- 
ress can be made in convineiIng members of 
the Legislature from Cook County that this 
Raifroad-Commission act is hostile and in- 
jurious to Chicago, and that it is intended und 
actually does discriminate heavily against

As the editor of the Gazette appears to be 
in search of light, it might be well to shed a 
ray on his darkness. Let us suppose that 
the importation of wovlen goods for clothing 
amounts to 100 millions a year and that the 


tariff tax on the same is 50 per cent, the duty 


will amount to 50 millions. It these goods 


were imported free of duty the saving to the 
consumers would be not only the 50 millions 
of tax, but the middiemen’s profits charged 
on the duty as well as on the foreign price of 
the goods. This profit on the tax will be at 
least 20 miltions, hence the repeai of the duty 
would result in a saving of 70 millions to the 
consumer. But this is only a small part of 
the savine that would be effected. 

The domestic production of woolen goods 
may safely be put down at 500 millions at 
wholesale price, or five times as much as the 
imported woolens of similar descriptions. 
The 500 millions are sold at retail to the con- 
sumers for not less than 700 millions of dol- 
lars. Tne wholesale price is swollen 50 per 
cent, the same as the tariff enhances the price 
of the imported woolens. If there was no 
duty on woolens the wholesale price of these 
500 millions of woolens would be two-thirds 
that sum, or 3865 milfiuns, and the retaii price 
sometiing less than 300 millions. The effect 
ot the tariff of 50 per cent on civthing not 
only adds that much to the cost of the im- 
ported, but to the price of the home-made 
article, and this is what is called “ protee- 
tion.” ‘The sole object in

Mak TARIFF REFORM, 

Evidences are fortheoming every day that 
the schedule proposed by the Tariff Commis 
sion, which the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House is now canvassing, is a delu- 
sion antl asnare. The Tariff Commission in 
its report promised that the adoption of its 
schedule would assure a general reduction 
in the tariff of at least 15 per cent, and chat

Statistics of the Numbers of Folks They 
Kill. 
Harper’s Young Peopte. 
Venomous snakes are those which have two 
hollow teeth in the upper jaw through which 
they eject poison into the wound made by 
their bite. The great majority of snakes are 
not venomous, but nevertheless there are 
more venomous snakes Inthe worid than 


most men really requjre. 

There are two classes of venomous snakes 
—those whose bite is certain death, and those 
whose bite can becured. Theonly venomous 
snake inhabiting Europe is the viper, but its 
bite is seldom fatal. In the United States, 
with the possible exception of New Mexico 
and Arizona, there are only three venomous 
snakes—the rattlesnake, the copperhead, 
and the moccasin. All our other snakes are 
harmless. In some places the copperhead is 
nown as the flat-headed adder, but the other 
pecies of snakes, to which the name adder“ 
is often 1 by country people, are as harm- 
less as the pretty littie garter snake. 

Central and South America have many ven- 
omous, shakes whuse bite is always fatal. 
Among those best Known are the coral snake. 
the tubura, and the dama bianca. A Britisn 
naval vessel. on its way up a South American 
river a few years , anchored for the night,

The East indies are full of venomous 
snakes, and in British India nearly 20,000 
ns are Killed every year by snake bites. 

t the East Indian snakes whose bite is incur- 
able the cobra is the. most numerous, but the 
diamond snake, the tubora, and the ophiopha- 
gus are also the cause ot a at many deatlis. 
The Gripes Government has offered a large 
reward for the discovery of an antidote to the 
poison of the bit no oue has yet been 
able to claim it, 

Africa, like ali tropieal countries, has many 
species of ‘venomous snakes. ‘The horned 
cerastes is the snake from whose bite Cleo- 
patra is said to have died, and from its small 
size and its habit of burying itself all but its 
head in the sand, itis peculiarly dreaded by 
the natives. The ugiiest of these snakes is 

reat puff-adder, which often grows to the 
length of fiveor six feet, ami whose nuison 
is used by the natives in making poisoned 
arrows. 

lt is a very curious factthat the poison of 
venomous snakes cannot be distincuished by 
the chemist from the White of an eae. ned 
yet one kind of suake poison will produce an 
effect cose nuke that produced by an- 
other kind, The blood Of an animal bitten by 
a cobra is peers, tone ami turned into a thing 
watery, straw-colored fluid, wlile the blood 
of an animal bitten by a cofal shake is solfdi- 

looks very much like currant jelly. 
Nevertheless, the poison of the cobra and 
that of the coral snake seem to be precisely 
alike when analyzed by the chemist, and ap- 
parently composed of the same substances in 
the same proportion as is the whité@ of ab 
egg.

There isa charm 
ing air of picturesque wildness about Ches- 
ter scenery that at once attracts and imterests 
one who has ridden tor miles and miles over 
the average [Illinois railroad and seen noth- 
ing buta monotonous expanse of prairie. 
Chester is situ 
treme southern corner of Randolph County, 
near the confluence of the Mississippi and 
Kaskaskia,. and on a high, ragged bluff over- 
looking the Father of Waters, and is divided 
geographically into Chester-on-the-Hill 
and Chester-under- Hill. The . city 
boasts of a po of 3,000, the 
“heft” of which is on the hill and consid- 
erably scattered all over it. I don’t know 
that I can better describe Chester-on-the-Hill 
than by quoting an apt remark of Charley 
Dowell, the prison Purchasing Agent, as we 
rode through it. It's like the Datchman’s 
house,” he sententiously observed; an 
inch and a half wide and a mile and a half 
long.“ Whea vou are in Chester-under-the- 
Hill and want to go to the other place, you 
follow a route laid out on the principle of a 
cross-cut saw and get off anywhere you like, 
for wherever you stop you. will be in some 
portion of Chester-on-the-Hill.

for a time was be 
Warden-house, pri, kitchen, and everything 
in one—and things generally beran to assume 
some sort of shape. The tirst building com- 
pleted, 200 convicts—as choice a collevtion of 
villains as ever cut a throat or scuttied 9 ship— 
were brought down from Joliet, worked for the 
State by day, and were locked up by the State 
by night. Te prevent them from gett lost, 
straying away, or being stolen, a stockade was 
thrown around the vard and A number of gentile- 
men with Winchester rifles mounted into the 
guard-boxes and carefully drew a bead on 
them. The’ contractors hired them from the 
State and they weut to work to erect 
their future home—the present prison. They 
dismantied and cut down hills, cleared; iev- 
oled, and tilted for a site, qüarried and dressed 
the limestone, and made some of the best brick 
that ever came out of a kiln. While quarrying 
the linrévtone they discovered a valuabie quarry 
of rich, brownish-yellow sandstone. This was 
utilized for the front of the Warden-house, 
and has since been found so suitable to 
“the purpose that it has gone into the chapel 
buildiug, the cejl-house, and the new golitury. 
‘The grumbimg mut the location — bo- 
gan to subside, and while it bas oot all Gen 
peared, there is a very evident inelination 
abroad tu cepcede thatthe State has spent its 
mouey, on the whole, wisely and weil. Two 
bundred men were leased iast spring to work in 
the sboe-shup at 51 ovatsaday, or ubout three 
cents u day more than other institutions were 
then getting.

The latter are bauled out to the 
river bank by mules, gently — pow and 
then by the convict drivers. re the tracks 
are continued intoa crude ſnollued- plane rail- 
way. As the loaded car nds it pulis up an 
empty one from pear the river's edge. When the 
loaded one strikes the platform at the end of the 
route the movabie bed of dar is suddenly 
jerked up from the wheels the ‘ee goes 
rattiing down into the ba neath. this 
time ro is another load car at the top to 
come Gown and baul up the empty as it de- 
scends. The convicts and the mules do the 
work and the guards keep a sharp 
lookout to see that nobody gets away.

Not One Per Cent of State-Prison Con- 
‘ wiets Beally Fat Persons. 
New York Sun. 

Admitting the existence of exceptions, said 
an old observer, we will be justified in ‘af- 
firming the rule that the chances are the 
leanera man is the m o is predisposed 
to felony by natu, the fatter a nian is 
the better he is morally and socially. Warden 
Fox, at the penitentiary on Blackwell’s 
Island when the reporter sought bim for 
verification of what his fat friend had said, 
replied: “ Well, now that you call my atten- 
tion to it, | must say that the infrequency of 
fat men bemg sent here is really very re- 
markable. We average about 900 prisone?s 
here constantly, and not 2 per cent of them, 
in all the years that. I have had charge of this 
institution, have been men weighing 200 
pounds. Even those who attain that weight, 
or near to it, were generally big-framed, raw- 
boned men—not what could properly be 
called fat men. Not 1 per cent, I should say, 
were really fat men. a rule wei

OUR CRIMINAL CODE. 


Some Farther illustrations of How Fer- 
sons Accused of Crime Manage to 
Evade Justice. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 

CuicaGco, Dec. 21.—L called again upon my 
legal friend to pursue the conversation as to 
the defects in our crimi nal coc e, and, having 
called his attention to an able article in your 
Sunday’s issue advocating the abolition of 
the grand-juw system, I asked his opinion 
thereon. 

“I would favor its abolishment,” he re- 
plied, * if we could amehd the Constitution 
and authorize the appointment of Prosecut- 
ing-Attorneys by the Governor or by the Ap- 
pellate Ceurts tor a long term—say eight or 
ten years. Experience, in this county at 
least, has shown that for the last twenty 
years the State’s-Attorney has been as popu- 
lar with the criminal as with.any other ¢lass 
of the community, and it would be bad pol- 
icy to give him the absolute power to say 
who should be prosecuted and who should 
not be as long as he remains an elective offi- 
cer. But we should not attempt too much, 
for ou country cousins are wedded to the 
old grand-jury system, and it will doubtless 
be many years before they can be induced to 
abandon it.“ 

We have discussed,“ said 1, the ques- 
tion of the necessity of amending the law 
giving a Justice of the Peace a fee of $1 if hie 
holds the criminal to the higher court, and no 
fee if he does not. Also the necessity of making 
it a penal offense for a County Board to make a 
contract 40 pay a Sheriff more money for 
dieting prisoners thah it actually costs him. We 
bave also discussed the necessity of amending 
the law regarding the selection of grand and 
petit jurors so as to provide for their selection 
by a commission to be appointed by the Judge 
of the court. Now, what farther amendment of 
the criminal) law would you advise?’ 

He replied: ** There is a much-needed amend- 
ment of the law as to bail-bonds and recog- 
nizances in criminal cases. As I stated in our 
last conversation, the first effort of a criminal 
baving wealthy relations or political influence 
is to bring all this influence to bear 
upon individual go of the grand 
jury to prevent an indicfhent being found. 
if, nevertheless, be isso unfortunate as to be 
indicted, nis next move is to give, if he can, 
straw bail, or eise bondsmen, who, having prop- 
erty, will get rid of it before any judgment can 
be obtained against them. 

“The great etfort of the criminal after indict- 
ment, if he can give bail, isto gain’ time. Time 
is the greatest friend of the criminal. Witnesses 
for the prosecution may die or move away, the 
public interest in the case is lost, and after a lit- 
tie while the crime is forgotten. One way to 
gain time is to give a bond, and when forced to 
trial abscond. he case is call@i, the bail-bond 
deciared forfeited, and the case és necessarily 
continued. The term expires, and * the- bail 
may surrender the prisoner and re the for- 
feiture of their bond set aside at the next term 
of the court, the crimipai returns, goes to court 
with his bondsmen, aud the forfeiture is set 
aside. He givesa new bail, and sometimes the 
same trick is repeated as to the new bailpiecé. 
In fact, in Cook County the battie for 
criminal is considered more than half won if 
can give bail. Bonds to ths amount of thou- 
sands and tens of thousands of dollars a year 
are forteited, and the forteitures not set aside. 
A tew, not many, are prosecuted to final judg- 
ment; and of the hundreds of thousands of dol- 
larsof forfeited bonds which should bave been 
— into the County Treasury, not 3 per cent 

as been collected In the last twenty years. 

would amend the law by declaring the 
recoguizanece or bailpiece a lien for the amount 
of the bond on ali the real estate of the criminal 
and of his sureties from the moment it is en- 
tered into. With a little care to see that the 
sureties owned suflicient real estate, there would 
be from 75 to 90 per cent collected, from tor- 
feited bail bonds, instead of less than 3 per cent, 
as at present. Many who now recklesly sign 

bail bonds would refuse to do 80, and quite a 

large proportion of those who now escape by 

giving bail would be punisbed for their crimes. 
The longer the trial can be staved off the bet- 
ter the chance of an acquittal is, a margin that 

ali criminals and their lawyers believe in im- 

plicity. They know the value of a postpone- 

ment; and their energies and abilities are all di- 

rected to delaying the trial. After giving bail, 

and probably forfeiting one or two bail bonds, 
atacostof oniy eight or ten dollars fees for 
getting aside the forfeiture. if a continuance 
cannot be obtained because ‘the eminent coun- 
sel is engaged m trying a case in some other 
court’ (this das been known to win for a term 
or two) the prisoner makes an afhdavit that 
he cannot safely proceed to trial on account of 
the absence of a material witness. Will a man 
hesitate to commit perjury, the penitentiary 
staring him in the face? He swears that Will- 
lam Jonaston was present, if it is a case of man- 
slaughter or murder, and saw the deceased as- 
sauit the prisoner with a knife, etc., giving de- 
tails of what he will swear to. His affidavit 
shows that Jonaston was in the city—or it may 
be in the court-room—the day be- 
fore, and that he. was unexpectedly 
called to New York City by letter to visit a sick 
mother, etc., making the necessary facts ** 
pear—whether true or not is immaterial. It 
may be and generally is the case that no witness 
tor the prosecution present at the time of the 
difficulty which resulted in the killing (if,gthe 
charge is murder or manslaughter, as suppésed) 
ever heard of Jonaston; in fact, a half-dozen 
are willing to swear that he was not, nor was

Miss Parneli’s Atlery Reply to Mr. 


Healy's Assertions. . 

Dun N, Dec. 6.—A remarkable contribu- 
tion to the no-rent , manifesto issued by 
the Land-League Executive when the leaders 
were arrested in October last has been fur- 
pished by Miss Parnell in a long letter writ- 
ten in reply to sowe charges brought against 
the league by Mr. Healy, M. P. Miss Parnell 


declares that Mr. Healy’s statements amount 


to the old story, “ It was the woman did it.” 
She then goes on to point out that Mr. 
Healy’s reference to the persons in charge 
will be generally understood, both here and 
in America, to apply to the Ladies’ Land 
League in Dublin, and in order that the 
“ woman’s” share in the business may pe 


fully understood Miss Parnell gives an out- 
line of what really did occur regarding the 
withdrawal of the no-rent” manifesto so 
far ag she was concerned. 

“A letter was sent us from Kilmainham, 
not in February last, but in March, and 
written, I think, by Mr. Dillon, in which a 
suggestion was made that the ‘no rent’ jmani- 
testo should not be girculated any more, as it 
appeared to be played out, and that tenants 
shonid be allowed to take settlements. The 
first part of this suggestion was superfluous as 
far as w@ were concerned, as we were not circt- 
lating the manifesto," and the second we did 
adopt, as we never advised tenants to refuse sat- 
isfactory offers of settlement after that, or 
rather should not have done So if, they had con- 
sulted us; but, as a matter of fact, they did not 
consult us; they took offers that pleased them 
without asking our leave. Lam aware that ten- 
ants sometimes base claims on the Land League 
on the ground of reductions refused on account 
of the no-rent manifeato, but, if Mr. Healy 
knew as much of the office-work of the Land 
League as I do, de would know that sin.ilar 
ciaims were just as frequent on..the head of re- 
ductions offered and refused before the 
days of tbe no-rent manifesto, as it 
will be in the recollection of many that 
the Land-League leaders and organizers used 
in their speeches to impress on the people the 
importance of refus to pay rent unless they 
got what they considered satisfactury terms; 
that they, and not the landlords, were to meas- 
ure the amount of reduction with which they 
shouldbe contented. I recollect that we wrote 
back to ‘Kilmainbam that we thought the no- 
rent manifesto should be publicly withdrawn, if 
at all; that the reply we received was in 
negative; and that on reflection we saw thgt 
this view was right, and a public withdrawal of 
the no-rent manifesto would not be advisable. 


“Now for Mr. Healy’s results. Costs have 
been leaped on isolated but stanch farmers, 
which the league will have to pay.“ Wediscour- 
aged isolated tenants fram incurring costs, ex- 
ceptin the earliest stage ot the no-rent mani- 
festo, if they consulted us; but we could not 
publicly advise isolated tenants to pay, because 
our doing so would have entitled those tenants 
who had already incurred sto claim them 
from us—tenants who might gever bave in- 
tended to go to the. iength of evic- 
tion at any time, 
own costs 
from us. the norent manifesto 
is not responsibie for baving costs beaped on 
isolated tenants. I have seen plenty of costs so 
heaped which,the league has bad to pay, or will 
have to pay, f@ng before uo rent was ever heard 
of. Asto pauper tenants, whose poverty alone 
prevented them from paying, alleging allegiance 
to the manifesto as a ground fora claim to be 
supported, what is there to prevent such ten- 


ants alleging 2 to the anti-no- rent 


policy of ve, ‘Pay no rent except a fair 
rent’; feed and clothe yourself and family, 
and if there is nothing left for the landulord after 
that give him nothing? If at any time the 
claims of such tenante could be disputed it was 
during the prevalence of the no-rent manifesto, 
as they generally offered whatever they had in 
the way of rent at the time of evicnoa, and the 
fact was often chronicied in newspapers 
which reported the evictions.
